Jfrom CODHtyMuporlntcndcDtn Under 


the .\cw Law. 


Notices were sent oat from the ofllce 


of the Biipwrintondent of public instrao 
tion to-day, notifying county superin- 
tendents that in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 8 of House bill 
No. 658, enacted by the laat legislature, 
It will be necessary for eaoh county 
school superintendent to eiuouto a 
special bond. 
Under the provisions of 


the act the bond most be executed with- 
in thirty days after tbe pasaago of the 
bill The thirty days 
will 
expire 


Saturday next. It was not discovered 
at once that the act had an emergency 
clause Btltiolied, and owing to the late- 
ness o! the notice it is going to huriy 
some of tho eaperiatendenta of the dis 
tant counties to comply with the law 
within tbe specified time. 


The act provides that this special 


bond shall have upon it at least the 
names of two freehold sureties of the 
oonnty in which the superintendent re- 
sidea. The bond ia made payable to tho 
state, conditional that the superintend- 
ent will faithfully and honestly perform 
all the duties required of him by law, 
and pay over all moneys which may 
come into hia bands. The bond must 
be equal to 8100 for every thousand in- 
habitants of hia oonnty as shown by the 
census of 18UO. In the event any super- 
intendent fails to givo bond his office is 
to be declared vacant by the oonnty 
commissioners, who shall appoint a per- 
son to fill the vacancy. The full text of 
tho law haa been ordered printed by the 
superintendent of pnblio instruction, 
and will be sent to each superintendent 
in the state aa soon as it ia out of pruBi
